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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1 . 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

2. Claims 20-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claim 20 directs to a signal without being 
embodied in a readable medium and further more, claim 21 recites a step of transform 
coding of an information signal without telling how to use the transformed signal. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1 -21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. Claim 1 (lines 10-11) and similarly claims 13, 
17, 18 and 20 recite "an auxiliary data symbol not transform coded" creates a new 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. It is noted that, in the specification, 
page 5, In. 29-33 and figure 4, el. 420, an auxiliary signal which is a string of 
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alphanumeric characters, is applied to a data symbol generator, which generates a 
number of symbols (or digits) b(k) for each alphanumeric character as indicated in figure 

4, el. 420. The examiner interprets the output of generator 8 of figure 2 as a transform 
coded signal based on the definition as cited in the Mirosoft Press, Computer 
Dictionary.Third Edition, page 475. Since the newly amended claims 1, 13, 17, 18 and 
20 claim "an auxiliary data symbol not transform coded ", this limitation was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. 

5. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. Claim 1 (lines 10-11) and similarly claims 13, 17, 18 and 20 recite "an 
auxiliary data symbol not transform coded" creates a new matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. It 
is noted that, in the specification, page 5, In. 29-33 and figure 4, el. 420, an auxiliary 
signal which is a string of alphanumeric characters, is applied to a data symbol 
generator, which generates a number of symbols (or digits) b(k) for each alphanumeric 
character as indicated in figure 4, el. 420. The examiner interprets the output of 
generator 8 of figure 2 as a transform coded signal based on the definition as cited in 
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the Mirosoft Press, Computer Dictionary, Third Edition. Since the newly amended 
claims 1, 13, 17, 18 and 20 claim "an auxiliary data symbol not transform coded ", this 
limitation was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in 
the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use 
the invention.
